PARIS, Aug. 4.— Premier Viviani 
made the French government's state- 
ment on the war in the chamber of dep- 
uties today and his remarks created 
the deepest enthusiasm. He detailed at 
great length the history of the events 
of the last fortnight, presenting strong 
arguments in the case against Germany, 
which, he declared, “irrefutably and 
logically justified the acts of the French 
government.” 

During the course of his remarks the 
premier said: 

“France has been unjustly provoked, 
she did not seek the war; she has done 
all in her power to avoid it. 


FRANCE ACCEPTS CHALLENGE. 

“Since war was forced upon her she 
will defend herself against Germany and 
any other power, who, not yet having 
made known its sentiments, takes part 
by the side of Germany in the conflict 
between the two countries. 

“Against an attack which violates | 
all the laws of equity and all the rights 
of nations, we have now taken all neces- 
stry dispositions. They will be carried 
out rigorously, methodically, and calmly. 

“The niobilization of the Russian 
army is proceeding with remarkable 
energy and boundless enthusiasm.” 


CHEER RUSS MINISTER. 

The house turned toward the Russian 
minister, M. Iswolsky, who sat in the 
diplomatic gallery, and cheered Rus- 
a. The premier continued: 

“Belgium has now 250,000 men in 
arms prepared to defend with magnifi- 
cent ardor the neutrality and independ- 
*lce of their native land. The English 
fleet is mobilized to the smallest vessel 
and the English army is mobilizing.” 

The deputies rose again, turned to- 
ward where the British ambassador, Sir 
Francis Bertie, was sitting in the gal- 
lery, and cheered wildly, round after 
round. 

GERMANS PRESS INVASION.

NOT SATISFACTORY ANSWER. 

Premier Asquith then said: 

“TI have to add this on behalf of his 
majesty’s government. We cannot re- 
gard this as in any sense a satisfactory 
communication. We have in reply re- 
peated the request made last week to 
the German government that it should 
give us the same assurance regarding 
Belgian neutrality as was given to us by 
France last week. 

We have asked that the German 
reply to that request and a satisfactory 
answer to our telegram of this morning 
should be given before midnight to- 
night.” 

The premier concluded his grave 
Statement amid a great outburst of 
cheering from all parts of the house. 

It became known yesterday that Ger- 
many sent two ultimatums to Belgium. 
The second declared that Germany was 
prepared to carry through by force of 
arms if necessary any measures she 
considers essential. 

Germany's second note was delivered 
by the German minister in Brussels late 
Monday night, as the reply of Germany 
to the refusal of Belgium to accede to 
Germany's first ultimatum, 


MARTIAL LAW IS PROCLAIMED 

A special issue of the London Gazette 
last night proclaimed a sort of martial 
law in the British isles. The procla- 
mation, which bore the signature of 
King George, said: 

“ Whereas, the present state of pub- 
lie affairs in Europe is such as to con- 
stitute an imminent national danger, 
we stricly command and enjoin our 
subjécts to obey and confor to all in- 
structions and regulations which may 
be issued by us or by vir admiralty and 


the government in ceclaring that we will 
maintain untarnished the sacred patriot- 
iem of our fathera. Long live independent 
Belgium! 

A scene of stirring enthusiasm followed. 
Deputies and senators stood and shouted 
in chorus the closing words of King Al- 
bert’s speech. 

Premier De Broqueville then made a 
statement as to Germany's ultimatum to 
Belgium, and the reply of Belgium, de- 
claring that the government would not 
sacrifice the country’s honor, and that the 
nation would resist by every means in its 
power all encroachmenis on its rights. 


“To Arms’ Is the Word. 
He added: 

“The word is, therefore, To arms! 
Upon this land of ours we shall not weak- 
en, and even if we are conquered we never 
shall submit. Belgium, supported by the 
united energy of its sons, will not per- 
ich.“ 

Another prolonged patriotic demonstra- 
tion followed, the queen and her children, 
who were present, being loudly cheered. 

M. Vandervelde, the Socialist leader, 
today joined the Belgian cabinet, so that 
all political parties might be represented 
in the government. 


GERMANY CALLS ON ITALY 
UNDER ALLIANCE TERMS. 


Cites France’s Hostile Acts as Obli- 
gating Rome, Even Though the 
Kaiser Took Initiative. 


ROME, Aug. 4.—Germany has made an 
appeal to Italy to stand with her, ac- 
cording to the Giornale d'Italia.” 

The paper says the attention of the 
Italian government has been called to 
what Germany describes as hostile acts 
on the part of France which the German 
government asserts constitute a case 
coming within the terms of the treaty of 
alliance even though on account of these 
acts the declaration of war came from 
Germany. 

The Giornale d'Italia says it under- 
stands the Italian government will not 
change its attitude of neutrality. 


GERMANS INVADE HOLLAND? 


Rumor. That Frontier Has Been 
Crossed Excites Amsterdam 
125,000 Men Under Arms.

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 8, 5 a. m—Great 
excitement has been caused in Amster- 
dam by a rumor that the Germans have 
crossed the frontier at Limburg.

German empire my appeal goes forth to 
stand together fraternally with our al- 
lies in defense of that which we have 
created in peaceful work. 
Following the example of our fore- 
fathers, firm and faithful, earnest and 
chivalrous, humble before our God and 
ready to fight when in face of the 
enemy, let us confide ourselves to the 
everlasting Almighty, who will strength- 
en our defense and conduct it to a good 
end.” 


DIRECT APPEAL TO DEPUTIES. 


At the conclusion of his speech from 
the throne the emperor addressed the 
deputies directly, saying: 

“Gentlemen: You have read what I 
said to my people the other day from 
the balcony of my castle. I repeat now 
that I no longer know any parties. I 
know only Germans, and in order to 
testify that you are firmly resolved. with- 
out distinction of party to stand by ‘my 
side through danger and death, I call 
upon the leaders of the different parties 
in this house to come forward and lay 
their hands in mine as a pledge.”

These latter un- 
mean nothing more just at 
the present than the straightening out of 
both the German and French lines, with 
small skirmishes between the forces of 


Britain May Send Troops. 

The declaration of war by Germany 
against England tonight naturally gives 
rise to the question: What will Englanc 
do? 

There are several courses for Great 
Britain to follow. It can send its whole 


They will be preliminary, however, to the 
real long drawn out campaigns which

Series of Skirmishes. 

On land there will be a series of skir- 
mishes wherever outposts or scouting 
parties run into each other.

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Wars Glory and Romance Dead; 
Battles Contests of Science. 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 

The glory and the romance of war is 
dead. It has become chiefly a matter of 
cold galoulation, a bloody business of long 
distance slaughter, with no longer any 
opportunity for dashing personal herotem. 

Never again can a Napoleon, looking 
down from a hill top, direct the move- 
ments of his army of 30,000 men as it 
maneuvers under his eye on the plain 
below. 

The modern general, directing a battle 
line 150 miles long—such as the Japanese 
had at Mukden—will never be within sight 
of his troops. Oyama, the Japanese chief 
of staff, was fifteen miles to the rear when 
that great battle was fought. 

> 

Never again will a courier, bearing 
orders from headquarters to division and 
corps commanders, have two horses shot 
under him as he dashes acroas the battle, 
front, Orders go out today from head- 
quarters over the field telephone wirea, 
which reach every brigade commander. 
as he, too, site in safety far back of the 
line of fire. 

Never again will a battery of field guns 
gallop madly into action, with the gun- 
ners sitting with crossed arms on the 
calssons and the infantry cheering their 
reacuers. 

Modern field guns are located out of 


battle line would instantly reveal its lo- 
cation to the enemy. Smokeless powder 
has taken the place of the old cioud 
beiching explosive, and one may look over 
a modern battiefield with a hundred field 
guns in action and not be able to locate 
one of them.

NO MEANS OF ESCAPE 


When news reached Chicago yesterday 

that the German government had ruled 
that no Americans now in Germany may 
leave that country, at least for the pres- 
ent, relatives here became more alarmed 
than ever. 
There is a large number of Chicagoans 
in Germany. It is thought the number 
runs into the hundreds. When war was 
declared many of them attempted to get 
into England or Switzerland. There were 
almost insurmountable difficulties, how- 
ever, when letters of credit proved use- 
less; when the cost of living jumped a 
hundred times above normal in some 
cases, with travel checks valueless; when 
automobiles were confiscated or refused 
permission to cross border lines; with 
railroads and communication facilities 
disrupted. 


Many in Berlin. 

The majority of Chicago residents now 
in Germany are in Berlin. There are 
many music and art students there, as 
well as travelers. Several are in Munich. 
The only word known to have been re- 
ceived in Chicago yesterday from Munich 
came from S. B. Linder, a scholarship 
student from the Art institute, who cabled 
to his mother at 2717 Crystal street that 
he was in no danger. 

The Wagnerian festival at Bayreuth at- 
tracted a large number, including Mme. 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink, who sent a 
cable to her Chicago attorneys yesterday 
_ desperately asking for help in getting out 
of Germany. She said that letters and all 
intercourse with outsiders is forbidden. 

Many Chicagoans were in Hamburg 
when the war broke ready to return to 

America. Most of them are still there, 
unable to get anywhere. 


No Word from Baths. 

Practically no word has come from the 
many German bath resorts, but it is 
thought a large number of Chicago folk 
are at Nauheim, Homburg, Kissingen, 
Wiedungen, and Wiesbaden. The reports 
show that many Chicagoans were left at 
the Austrian bath places. 

Some relief came when it was learned 
the German “treasure ship.“ Kronprin- 
zessin Cecilie of the North German Lloyd 
line, had anchored at Bar Harbor, Me. 
Relatives of those on the boat thought 
that the steamship, which was originally 
bound for England and France, was 
bound for a German port.

Leave Bar Harbor. 

The local office of the North German 
Lloyd line received word in the afternoon 
that the first and second cabin passengers 
left Bar Harbor at 3 p. m. on the New 
York Central line, and that they will ar- 
rive in New York at 7:52 a. m. this morn- 
ing. The steerage passengers will follow 
as soon as possible. 

There was a demand for foreign bank 
notes at all of the leading banks. The en- 
tire supply of English money of the First 
National bank was exchanged for Ameri- 
can money early in the day. According to 
an official of the bank, the demand for 
German and French money was not great. 
He said that there seemed to be a fear 
that money of other European countries 
would never reach its destination. 


Demand for Foreign Money. 

The head of the foreign exchange de- 
partment of the Continental and Com- 
mercial National bank said his depart- 
ment had felt a demand for English, 
German, and French money. 

I am surprised, however,“ he said, 
that the demand is not greater. The

RICH AMERICANS 
TO USE STEERAGE 


Any Sort of Passage Home 
Is Eagerly Sought by 
Crowds in London. 


STRUGGLE TO GET CASH. 


LONDON, Aug. 4.—There were more 

Americans in the west end of London to- 
day than Englishmen. They were chiefly 
crowded about the offices of the American 
Express company and of the steamship 
lines trying to get checks cashed and 
secure passage home. 
The express companies were able to 
afford much relief to those in financial 
straits and the steamship companies 
booked hundreds of passages, although 
it is probable no guarantee can be given 
that British steamers will sail until their 
safety is assured by the navy. 

The greatest demand, therefore, was 
for berths on American liners. Persons 
who usually travel in the most luxurious 
cabins were eagerly buying berths in the 
steerage which had been secured by 
earlier visitors to the steamship offices 
who were offering them for sale, but at 
greatly increased prices. Thejmain office 
of the International Mercantile Marine 
was jammed all day with Americans, and 
a like condition prevailed at the offices 
of the Cunard and Canadian lines, which 
are still doing business. The German line 
offices are dismantled and in charge of 
porters and English clerks, who made no 
attempts to attract passengers in the cus- 
tomary manner. 


Rush on Express Offices. 

The express companies’ offices, which 
opened at an early hour, were crowded 
throughout the day. They were well 
supplied with currency and honored their 
checks up to $50. The American Express 
company supplied the temporary wants 
of over 3,000 persons from the time the 
office opened until 2 o'clock this after- 
noon, when it closed for the day. There 
were still, hundreds in line desiring gold 
in exchange for their checks. They were 
told to return tomorrow morning. The 
company hopes to continue paying out 
small sums for a couple of days more. 

The Wells Fargo Express company, 
which issues checks chiefly to western- 
ers, Was openall day. During the morn- 
ing the cashiers were kept busy honoring 
checks. 


Aid Given by Individuals. 

Individual Americans are helping their 
fellow countrymen by making advances 
of money to enable them to tide over their 
temporary inconveniences. Herbert C. 
Hoover, a Californian, opened an office to- 
day in the American consulate and ad- 
vanced amounts of §25 and upward to 
persons unable to get money by other 
means. Altogether Mr. Hoover gave as- 
sistance to three hundred Americans who 
were without cash and announced that he 
would continue to aid them as long as 
his currency lasted. 

Many Americans tell pitiful tales of 
trials on their flight from the continent. 
Those from Paris and nearer points hada 
bad enough time, but those who had to 
come from Germany or places even more 
remote were forced to go several days 
without sleep and in some instances with- 
‘out food. One self-reliant woman related 
how she and her daughter, with only a 
sovereign [about $5] between them, made 
their way to England from Prussia. They 
traveled by train and steamer and finally 
reached here tired and exhausted. They 
had been without food for fourteen hours. 

The committee of Americans appointed 
yesterday to deal with the crisis today 
made representations to Ambassador 
Page, who cabled Secretary of State 
Bryan, requesting that adequate trans- 
ports be sent here to take away stranded 
Americans.

LINER FLEET TO FOLLOW 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. . 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.]— 
With England at war and the whole of 
Europe rapidly becoming a military maél- 
strom, the Wilson administration awoke 
quickly to rescue the 100,000 Americans on 
the other side of the Atlantic. 

It is now proposed to send not only 
money but ships to the relief of the Amer- 
icans. The ney will go in the form of 
gold coin, and the fast scout cruiser Ten- 
nessee is now in readiness at the New 
York navy yard to start for Europe with 
from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000 as soon as it 
can be placed on board. 


Wilson Asks $2,500,000. 

The president today asked congress to 
place at his Cisposal at once the sum of 
$2,500,000, to be used in assisting the thou- 
sands of Americans in Europe. The spe- 
cial message making this request fol- 
lowed by only twenty-four hours the one 
of yesterday asking for a special appro- 
rriation of one-tenth the sum for the 
same purpose. 

It is expected that congress will appro- 
priate the larger sum as promptly and 
as unquestioningly as !t yesterday voted 
the quarter of a miliion. 

Through the spontaneous and voluntary 
efforts of officials of the executive depart- 
ments, there grew up today an informal 
committee which is in charge of all meas- 
ures for the relief of Aanericans. Secre- 
tary of War Garrison loomed up as the 
real director of the preparations. 

The proposed gold ship cannot enter 
any of the harbors in Europe of the bel- 
ligerent countries without the permission 
of the governments concerned. 


In Hands of War Department. 

The committee was of the opinion that 
all the relief work should be turned over 
to the war department. 

Estimates of the amount of the money 
which will be put on the gold ship range 
from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000. This sum is 
expected to be made up of gold from the 
United States treasury, probably to the 
amount of $2,000,000. The rest will be 
gold furnished by the banks in New York,

It is proposed, the governmentsin Eu- 
rope willing, that the ship call at one or 
more of the principal seaports in the 
countries where most of the Americana 
are located and leave at each port an ap-

Therefore, be it resolved, by the board of 
governors of the German Club of 
That so soon as it becomes certain that war 
exists a general meeting of the members of 
the German club be called for the purpose of 
taking steps to create an organization to so- 
leit funds to be used for the relief of suffering 
humanity in Germany, and that all other so- 
cleties composed of men of German blood or 
descent be invited to join with us in this move- 
ment.

washington. D. C., Aug. 4.—[{Special.]— 
The financial crisis vf the United States 
tncidental to the European war, has been 
| passed successfully and banking condi- 
tons are rapid; returning to normal. 

Reports received by the treasury depart- 
| ment late this afternoon indicated that 
banks in all parts of the country are pay- 
ing out currency freely and making the 
ordinary domestic loans without any 
trouble or delay. 

Amendment Now a Law. 

The amendment to the Vreeland-Ald- 
neh emergency currency act was sent to 
the president thie evening and is now a 
jaw. Banks all over the country are mak- 
tng inquiries for this currency, but so far 
the actual demand has not been large. 

The New York sub-treasury paid out 
about $10,000,000 of this currency to the 
bankers’ committee in that city today, but 
reports from Chicago indicate that there 
bas been no demand for the new notes 
there. 

The next step to protect the credit of the 
country will be the organization of the 
new banking system under the direction 
of the federal reserve board. 

Secretary McAdoo declared tonight that 
the New York bankers are working in 
harmony with the federal government to 
prevent further shipments of gold abroad.

Need Be No Fear.—McAdoo. 
Shortly after he had been notified that 
the amendments liberalizing the Aldrich- 
Vreeland currency act had become a law, 
Secretary McAdoo issued a statement de- 
claring there was no longer any reason to 
fear that the banks of the country would 
be unable to take care of the financial sit- 
vation. His statement follows: 

“The passage by unanimous vote of the 
house and senate this afternoon of the 
amendment to the federal reserve act, 
whereby the secretary of the treasury is 
verted with power to issue additional na- 
tional bank currency in euch amount, ex- 
ceeding even $500,000,000, as in his judg- 
ment may be necessary to protect the busi- 
ness situation in this country, puts at rest 
any question as to the ability of the banks 
to take care of the situation. 


Explains His Authority. 

“There need be no fear whatever of 
insufficient currency to move the crops 
and to meet the demands of business. 
The bill, as amended, authorizes the sec- 
retary, in his discretion, to permit na- 
tional banks to have outstanding a maxi- 
mum of circulation notes equivalent to 
125 per cent of their unimpaired capital 
and surplus. 

“This provision will enable banks 
which now have outstanding circulation 
equal to their capital stock to obtain a 
large amount of additional circulation. 

“ Applications have been received from 
& number of national currency associa- 
tions throughout the country for addi- 
tional currency, and these applications 
are being promptly responded to. 


Much Gold to Subtreasuries. 
_“ Already $100,000,000 of currency has 
been shipped to the subtreasuries in New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
gan Francisco, Boston, and Philadelphia, 
in order that the needs of the banks may 
be promptly supplied. In many cases 
banks have applied for additional cur- 
Tency merely as a precautionary meas- 
ure.

TRADE FOR U. 8. 


Consuls See Chance for This 
Country in Europe Ship- 
ping Stagnation. 


In the chaotic condition of European 
commerce and the probability the con- 
fusion long will be continued is seen a 
certainty of an immense increase in 
trade between the United States and 
South America. 

With the shipping of Germany, France, 
and England at a standstill the exchange 
of products between those countries and 
the South American republics will cease. 
When this nation's currency difficulties 
are disposed of and an adequate mer- 
chant marine provided under the plans 
now on foot in Washington the shifting 
of this interchange of business from 
Europe to the United States is regarded 
an unavoidable sequence. 


View of Consuls Here. 

This is the view of Chicago represen- 
tatives of the republics below the equator. 
Stuart R. Alexander, consul for Brasil 
in Chicago, is confident the development 
will come as dig business.’’ Albert W. 
Brickwood, consul for the Argentine re- 
public and Venezuela, foresees it, if the 
required shipping facilities are forthcom- 
ing. 

Heads of large exporting companies in 
Chicago were reluctant to discuss the 
South American phase of the wart situa- 
tion. They said such a digcussion would 
appear to place the United States in the 
position of rejoicing over the difficulties 
of its competitors for world business; 
but they admitted, without qualification, 
the benefits that would come to this coun- 
try from a prolongation of the European 
warfare. 

The two consuls for the largest of the 
South American countries, on the other 
hand, displayed no hesitancy in discussing 
the “golden opportunity for the expan- 
sion of “Pan-American” relationships. 
They said the situation and its apparent 
consequences not only made possible this 
expansion but required it. They said the 
benefits to all involved would be tremend- 
ous. 


Brazil Agent Enthusiastic. 
Mr. Alexander, the Brazilian consul, 
was extremely enthusiastic over the pros- 
pect. An Englishman by birth, he has 
traveled widely, knows South America 
and its trade, and has the reputation 
among his friends and business associates 
of being a man of broad judgment. Re- 
cently, following the visit to this country 
of Dr. Lauro Mueller, Brazilian minister 
of. foreign relations, his son, Stuart R. 
Alexander Jr., was appointed commercial 
agent for Brazil in his consular district, 
which includes the entire country west of

It ina 
characteristic which has given to this strain iu 
our national makeup the greatest value to toe re- 
public. The Germans who came to America came 
not to be merely more prosperous and freer Ger- 
mans. They came to be Americans, giving the re- 
public their blood, thelr strength, their thought, and 
pattiotic devotion. Thus the Germanic strain is a 
true part of Americanism, ang no American of tae 
semotest colonial ancestry is a more thoroughgoing 
American than many a ‘“ German-American,” 80 
called, in whose speech still remains a noticeable 
savor of the tongue of the Fatherland. 

But because these, our fellow citizens, are true 
Americana, it does not follow that they have for- 
sworn their forbears, and the Germania club has 
expressed this natural sentiment and admirable de- 
termination in its resolutions: 

„We declare, however, that our love for and our 
attachment to our adopted country does not pre 
vent us from extending sympathy and affection to 
the people of Germany ang Austria-Hungary, with 
whom we are allied by ties of blood and fellow- 
ship.

THE BELGIAN FACTOR. : 

A declaration of war by Belgium against Ger- 
many would be a tragic jest. But with France in 
arms the force Belgium can throw into the balance 
of battle is by no means to be sneered at. 

Belgium’s army, peace strength, is about 43,000 
men. Her available military force is estimated to 
be 180,000 men, of which 100,000 would be mobile 
and 80,000 in fortresses and fortified places. 

Besides this army proper there is a garde civique 
or militia of 46,000, with a large reserve which 
would be useful in maintaining lines of communica- 
tion, etc. 

The army is armed with Mausers and there is a 
field artillery of over 200 Krupp shielded guns. 

If this army were ably handled and resolutely 
fought it would be no mean addition to the military 
power of France. 

Iz England should demolish the German fleet and 
land its “expeditionary force” of 150,000 men in 
Belgium the two forces, amalgamated under effec- 
tive generalship, would make a very formidable 
flank of the French advance.

HONOR FOR THE CANAL-MAKERS, 
[From the Evening Post, Chicago.) 
Congress seems to be unable to fix upon a plan 
for proper recognition of the work of the men 
who have dug the Panama canal. There are a

War 
cannot be declared by the French executive with- 
out the consent and approval of parliament, and 
parliament is highly sensifive and responsive to 
public opinion—unduly so, perhaps,

In Austria and Hungary war and foreign rela- 
tions are under the control of the emperor-king, 
although theoretically the institution of body 
known as the “ delegations,” a sort of jeint com- 
mittee of the parliaments of Austria and Hun- 
gary, has jurisdiction over those matters, The 
Parliaments have no voice regarding them. 

In Russia there is nothing but the mere germ 
or promise of parliamentary institutions. The 
duma legisiates and votes supplies, but it can be 
dismissed at any moment, and, moreover, laws and 
decrees may be promulgated bétween seasions or 
between elections by the autocrati¢ czar. The min- 
isters are not responsible to the duma; they have 
boycotted it at times and refused to appear at its 
sittings. When they choose they maké statements 
and explanations to the duma, even on foreign 


Abuse of this kind sometimes leads in 
times of peace to attempts upon the life 
of the chief of the state by cranks whose 
minds have been inflamed by what they 
have read and heard. But when the na- 
tion goes to war, the shoe is on the other 
foot, and those mentally unbalanced turn 
their hands no longer against the head 
of the nation, but against his assailants. 

In the presence of war with one or more 
foreign powers internal differences are in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred stilled 
for the nonce; party lines are effaced, and 
the rivals and antagonists of yesterday 
join hands to show a united front to a 
common danger. °

was éstablished in Chicago. It was started as au 
experiment. It almed to facilitate the handling of 
conditions that were purely local. Today Chicago's 
Court of Domestic Relations has become a socio- 
logic factor of utmost significance, not alone to 
this community but to the country and the world. 

The Court of Domestic Relations in the three 
years in which it has been presided over by Judges 
Goodnow, Uhlir, and Gemmill has shown that di- 
vorce to not an inconsiderable extent is preventive. 
Many apparently irreconcilable differences between 
husband and wife were, upon careful examination 
by these judges and their assistants, found to be 
less formidable than they appeared on the surface. 
The mean or nagging wife was often. found to be 
suffering less from ill disposition than from ex- 
haustion and fatigue. The quarrelsome father is 
not always a brute. Instead he often is merely an 
individual who has gone for ten or fifteen years 
without a vacation, without a change or rest. 
Fatigue is as much a cause of divorce as it is of 
physical decline and moral indifference. 

This work of divorce prevention, given its fullest 
emphasis by the judges who have sat on the bench 
in he Court of Domestic Relations since its incep- 
tion, should be continued in the future with the same 
measure of vigor. The more this court is turned 
into a divorce preventing agency, strengthening the

It is well, in view of the present conflagration 
in Eufope, to note these politica) arrangements of 
the several nations involved. It has been contended 
by thoughtful liberals that even in the freest coun- 
tries—England and France, for exam ple—foreign 
affairs are not sufficiently discussed in public by 
the premiers and ministers having charge of them. 
Diplomacy is too secret, too “private” a thing even 
how, and obligations may be assumed or treaties 
negotiated by cabinets that the people may find 
embarrassing. The government, in short, may com- 
mit them practically while professing to leave 
them free. In England this problem has been raised 
more than once, but in recent years cabinets have 
been careful and mindful of national and popular 
fecling to an unusual deres. The dame is true of 
France, where the people are keenly interested in 
foreign politics. But in Germany, Austria, and 
Russia the people “have no chance,” and war may 
overwhelm them at any moment.

in addition the proclamation incor- 
rates the principles of international law 
jormulated in the Hague convention. This 
wavention was ratified by the United 
gates, Germany, Austria, Russia and 
sweden, but not by Great Britain and 


France. 
Text of the Proclamation. 

The provisions of the Hague conven- 
thon incorporated in the proclamation re- 
late to the prohibition of the use of waters 
ef the United States by belligerent vés- 
wis, the rules governing the entrance of 
uud withdrawal from neutral ports by the 
deligerents and similar matters. 

The proclamation follows:

FLEET BEING PREPARED. 


tude Follows Conference. 


TOKIO, Aug. .- A proclamatton issued 
today by the Japanese government ex- 
presses anxiety as to the Buropean sit- 
uation and hopes for the speedy restora- 
tion of peace. It points out Japan's desire 
to remain neutral during the war, which 
it hopes will not extend to other parts of 
the world. 

However, it says that mould England 
Participate in the hostilities and the pur- 
poses of the Anglo-Japanese alliance be 
threatene@ Japan may be compelled to 
take the necessary measures for the ful- 
fillment of its obligations. 

The Japanese prociamation was issued 
after an extraordinary session of the cabi- 
net and was generally interpreted as pre- 
paring the people of Japan for action of 
the Japanese navy as soon as Great Brit- 
ain's decision has been announced. 

The German fleet is active around Kigeo- 
Chau and already has captureda Russian 
cattle steamer. It is pointed out here that 
Kieo-Chau may possibly be oocupied by 
the Japanese in the event of a defeat of 
the German squadron in the far east, thus 
clearing the Pacific ocean for the war ves- 
sels of Russia, France and Great Britain 
and permitting them to proceed to Europe 
undisturbed if they desire to do so. 
Extraordinary excitement prevaile in 
Tokio.

Empress Maria Feodorowna 


Reaches Copenhagen—Was

LONDON, Aug. 4~—-Dowager Empress 
Maria Feodorowna of Russia is reported 
to have reached Copenhagen, whence she 
will try to get to St. Petersburg by way 
of Sweden and Finland.

An artist in criticising the 
beauty of the American and foreign wom- 
en declared that the Americans were 
more beautiful because their eyes were 
frank, and that the eyes of the French 
and Italian women were evasive and de- 
ceptive, yet beautiful.

The truth ig that the foreign women 
cultivate the expression of the eyes to 
deceive. They are rarely frank, whereas 
the American women have not gone into 
that school of deception as yet, and I 
hope they will never do so, for frank- 
ness disarms evil. Honest eyes are the 
most lovable in the world. 

Visible beauty is only the outward sign 
of interior worth, and depend upon it the 
countenance that is sublimely beautiful is 
only the semblance of an illuminated 
mind. Not only is mobility of the muscles

D., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—Mem- 
pers of the United States commission on 
industrial relations clashed today at the 
closing hearing on industrial conditions of 
employés of the Homestake Mining com- 
pany. Prof. John R. Commons, acting 
chairman, precipitated the hostility by 
giving the Homestake company and Supt. 
Grier a clean bill. 

A few minues before the hearing ad- 
gourned and while Supt. Grier was on the 
stand giving rebuttal testimony, Prof. 
‘commons made a statement declaring 
labor conditions.in Lead the best he had 


found in the United States. | 


He said the wages and hours of the

Colleagues Protest Praise. 

Prof. Commons gave Mr. Grier full 
credit for bringing about these condi- 
tionn It was this statement the other 
three commissioners took exception to. 
Commissioner John B. Lennon broke in 
and announced he wanted it understood 
Prof. Commons was speaking only for 
himself. 

He was seconded by Commissioners 
Garretson and O'Connell, who asserted 
they would not agree with Prof. Commons 
in his statement under any circum- 
stances. 

Prof. Commons said Mr. Grier had done 
much to encourage religion and improve 
moral conditions among the miners. As 
to Sunday observance, Mr. Grier said he 
objected to any recommendation for a 
Sunday observance law, either federal or 
state. Sunday work in the mines, he said, 
isa necessity to prevent cave-ing, and the 
men desire to make the extra money. 


Says He Owns No Stock. 
The witness said be owned no stock in 
the company. 

“I always felt it was better that 1 
ant own stock,” Mr. Grier said. “It 
removes the possible criticism that the 
superintendent or operating official spec- 
ulated in stock of the company. 

“ Would you recommend an amendment 
te the corporation law prohibiting oper- 
ating officials from speculating in the 
stock of their company? Prot. Commons 
asked. 

“I would.” Mr. Grier replied. 

Supt. Grier expressed thanks for the 
compliment paid him on his organising 
ability. Commissioner Garretson asked 
Mr. Grier if he thought the Homestake 
system, which he characterized a den- 
evolent Geepotism,"’ was the best in the 
world and ought to prevail in all incus- 
trial centers. 

“ Well, if it ien’t the best in the world, 
it is as good as the best, Mr. Grier re- 
plied. 

The superintendent held that wage 
scales should never be adopted by large 
federations, but should be agreed upon by 
the employers and their workmen in each 
local industry. The reason, he said, is 

bat no two industries have Uke condi- 
‘ons, and conditions vary even in two 
plants of the same industry. 


Boyoott on Merchants.

When aeked when he will leave for 
Waahington in case his appointment is 
confirmed, Mr. Delano said: “I shall leave 
immediately, as the president wants 
all the board members to be in Washing- 
ton this week. I shall call a meeting of 
the board of directors of the Monon in 
cage I am confirmed by the senate and of- 
fer them my resignation as president im- 
mediately.’’ 

Mr. Delano is well known at Washing- 
ton because of his work as a member of 
the federal board of industrial relations 
and through his appearance before the 
interstate commerce commission as chair- 
man of the committee of Central Freight 
association roads in their petition for a 5 
per cent increase in freight rates.

He was prom- 
ised nothing, but was given until 2:30 ip 
the afternoon to consider the matter. He 
again conferred with Tyrrell, and, when 
the inquiry was resumed, simply an- 
nounced that he would stand pat.” 

The attitude of the witnese upset Mr. 
Hoyne's entire program, and the investi- 
gation was continued until Friday morn- 
ing.

SLOOP OLYMPIAN 
WINS HARD RACE 


Snite’s Boat Fights Heavy 
Seas in Annual Event of 
Chicago Yacht Club. 


NO OTHERS REACH PORT 


Mackinac Island, Mich., Aug. 4.—[Spe- 
cial.}]—Siamming into head winds and 
heavy seas all the way from Chicago, 
Frank J. Snite’s class P sloop Olympian 
today won the eleventh annual long dis- 
; tance cruising race of the Chicago Yacht 
club. 

The little thirty-five footer crossed the 
line here at 4:36 o'clock this morning, 
taking sixty-one hours and thirty-six min- 
utes to make the 831 mile trip from Chi- 
|Cago, This is the longest time taken by 
the winner in the history of the event, 
but Olympian was forced to sail more 
than 500 miles on account of having to 
beat practically all the way down the 
lake against strong northerly winds. 

No other yachts have reached here yet, 
and it is unlikely any of them will con- 
tinue in the going. Michicago, which 
gave Olympian a great battle for half 
of the distance, sailed into port at Lud- 
ington early Sunday night and gave up 
the race after having slatted out its bat- 
tens and pulled out its main sheet bridle. 


Schooner Quits Race. 

The eighty foot Stephenson schooner 
Stephia, from Wells, Mich., gave up the 
going last night and put in at Frankfort. 
No word has been received from the Mil- 
waukee sloop Redskin or the Chicago 
yaw! Neoga, but it is believed these boats 
have put in at some harbor along the east 
shore. Whether the boats finish or not 
makes no difference to Olympian, as it has 
made up the time allowance it had to 
give to Neoga. 

The contest was one of the hardest 
since the race was inaugurated. The 
wind was out of the north when the yachts 
started last Saturdy afternoon and Olympian 
and Michicago went into the lead right at the 
start. Redskin was third in the going and 
Stephia and Neoga soon dropped from the sight 
of the leaders. 


Olympian Beats Up Shore. 

Olympian beat up the shore to Grosse Point 
and with the Michicago about a mile and the 
Redskin three miles astern, lay wallowing 
about in the well until a light breeze sprang 
up off shore. They held this until about day- 
break on Sunday. when the wind freshened 
and they were under thwir reaching jibs. 

Later they were forced to put up their work- 
ing canvas. At daybreak the Olympian was 
several miles in front of Michicago. These 
two held close hauled on the Point Betsie 
course. They held their relative positions 
until early in the afternoon, when the Michi- 
cago lald off the course a dit and footed fast, 
drawing three miles to leeward of the 
Olympian. They picked up Little Point Sable 
about this time and found themselves unable 
to weather Big Point Sable without tak'rg 
a long hitch to the northwest. They ran close 
to Laidington and then with a freshening breeas 
held for the northwest 

The craft reached the straits late on Monday 
night and still had to beat until it crossed the 
firish line at daybreak. The crew of the win- 
ning boat was composed of Owner Frank J. 
Snite, C. Q. Smith, William Haedtier, H. Ru- 
binkam, R. Barcal, and one professional.
